Defense Scores Signally in Having 


Prisoner's Alleged Admissions to 


Police Kept from Jury 


Statue of Major General G-eorge B. McClellan, Unveiled Today in Washington. 


ITS CASE TO 


At 2:15 tliis afternoon the 
state 


rested its case in the trial of Charles 
Laiighlin for the murder of Samuol 
Augsburgor in .lohn Kennedy, sr.'s sa- 
loon last September. With the exam- 
ination of Oflicor Terry, of the police 
department, the prosecution conclud- 
ed the presentation of its direct testi- 
mony. Attorney Wllmcr Leonard, of 
counsel for the defendant, at once be- 
gan to outline the case of the accused 
man as it is proposed to present it to 
the jury. 


The supreme point in the trial was 


reached this forenoon when the state 
introduced the damaging confessions 
made by the young prisoner at the 
time of and immediately following hif 
arrest, and all of the legal guns and 
all of the skill of lawyers were direct 
ed toward destroying the 
effect, ol 


' these admissions, which are in effect

Confessions Made to Police. 
! 


These confessions were made to 


Capt. A. M. Reichelderfer and Sergt.

These notes indicated that the pris- 
oner was told he was not compelled 
to make any statement at all unless 
he wished to. but that if he did it 
would be binding upon him and that 
before making it he was at liberty to 
be represented by counsel. 


Mr. Leonard objected at this point 


again on the ground that the prisoner 
was alone at midnight with the uni- 
formed officers, with no friend near 
him at the time of the statement and 
that he was in a state of Intoxication 
and effectually under duress and the 
defense was permitted to question the 
witness along these lines to determine 
whether or not it was competent to 
admit the confession. 


State's Last Witness. 


John Terry, stationmaster at polico 


headquarters, was the last

Money" Wins Acquittal in Court. 


Boston, May 2.—"Financial insan-
